The Brooklyn Eagle appeals to the Legisla­ 
ture to settle the question of license by pass­ 
ing “ the Governor’s bill.” It assumes, of’ 
course, that the bill prepared by the Excise 
Revision Commission is “the Governor s bill.’ 
We do not so understand it. The Governor 
did not in his message commit himst If to the 
work of the Commission; on the contrary, he 
denounced the Commission itself as partisan 
in its construction, disclaimed all responsibil­ 
ity for its creation or existence, and plainly 
intimated that he expected to veto its work. 
It is understood that he would like to have 
the bill passed. But his auxiety for this is 
not because it would give the state a better 
excise law, but because he wishes to veto it. 
He has exhausted all of his objec. 
tions 
to 
the 
Crosby 
high 
license 
bills 
and 
the 
Vedder 
tax 
bill, 
and wants the opportunity to make a new 
and more complete exhibition of his devotion 
to his friends in the saloons. This bill would 
enable him to send them the assurance that 
no legislation can ever receive his approval 
which is not directly aud wholly for their 
benefit. It may be in this sense that the 
Eiigle is pleased to call it “ the Governor’s 
bill.” It could, have advised more appropri­ 
ately, “ Pass the Governor's opportunity.” 
It might be, however, a good idea to “pass 
the Governor's bill.” He has without doubt 
a well constructed bill iu his mind which he 
would be very happy to approve. Its exact 
character we w ill not undertake to explain, 
but it would of course abolish all license 
fees 
and 
all 
Sunday 
restrictions. 
It 
would 
perhaps 
in 
the smaller 
towns, where trade is dull, grant a subsidy to 
the liquor trade, and possibly cause the erec­ 
tion of buildings at the expense of the state 
with some of the leading attractions supplied, 
a billiard table, musical clock aud piano for 
instunce. Furthermore, it might requite the 
railrouds to issue free passes to gentlemen 
who for either social or political reasons tied 
it necessary to go away from home for their 
drioks. Exemption from taxes for a certain 
number of years to parties making new in­ 
vestments in distilleries, breweries and saloon 
property could also with great propriety be 
guaranteed. Lecturing on temperauce might 
be made a misdemeanor, punishable by tine 
and imprisonment; the erection of churches, 
Sunday 
schools, 
schoolhouses, 
asy­ 
lums, 
cemeteries, 
etc., 
might 
be 
forbidden within 200 feet of any liquor 
establishment, and beer and whisky wagons 
be given precedence over pedestrians in the 
occupation of the side walks at all times, and 
especially during church hours on Sunday. 
Many other features could be suggested, but 
the above will serve as an outline for “ the 
Governor’s bill.” Tobe able to sign such a 
bill would be to David Barleycorn Hill the 
crowning act in his gutiernatorial career, and 
start him on the road to the Presidency with 
the assurance that the pivotal state would be 
sufficiently colonized by Democrats from the 
outcast saloous in Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and New England to make him invincible 
long before 1892. 
Several things have not happened which 
might have happened if there had always 
lieen a Legislature at Albany willing to pass 
“the Governor’s bill.” There would have 
been an enumeration and apportionment if 
“the Governor’s bill” had been passed,depriv­ 
ing the Republican Secretary of State of the 
petty patronage involved in the ap­ 
pointment of enumerators. There would 
have 
been

vention if “ the Governor's bill ” bad 
lieen passed, giving the Democratic party 
two-thirds of the delegates and empowering 
the Governor to nominate them. The time 
has come for the Legislature to abandon its 
functions and simply busy itself with pass­ 
ing the Governor’s Dills. He was made for 
an absolute monarch, and we shall never 
know how great and good he is until he at- 
t nins his true position.

Commissioner in office is Charles Lyman of 
Connecticut, a Republican. The present sit­ 
uation, with the Senate refusing to confirm" 
will give Gen. Harrison the opportunity 
to appoint two members of the commis­ 
sion, one of whom must be a Dem­ 
ocrat. The nomination of Thompson is an­ 
other of Mr. Cleveland’s attempts to project 
his administration in o Harrison’s—to select, 
instead of leaving to Ilarrisou the duty, the 
Democratic member of the Commission for 
the full term.

No Republican President could wish 
a man like Thompson in the Commission, 
one who has approved the suppression of the 
suffrage in his own state and been a benefi­ 
ciary of the system. He willappoiut a Dem 
ocrat to succeed either Edgerton, Oberly or 
Lyman, but not a South Caroliua fire eater. 
Poor old Edgerton is out, but Mr. Cleveland 
will not profit by the scheme of peanut 
politics which prompted his removal.

lion. A. P. Edgerton of Indiana was over 
seventy years old when he was appointed a 
Civil Service Commissioner by President 
Cleveland in 1885. He was a Bourbon in 
politics, and an open defamer of civil service 
reform, his contempt for which was so manifest 
and so universally known that his appoint­ 
ment was accepted as a clear indication of 
Mr. Cleveland’s contempt for the law. For 
four years he lias talked in the manner de. 
scribed in a recent article in the Baltimore 
Atnerictin giving the report of an interview 
with him. He declared that “ civil service re 
form is like a potato vine growing up in a 
dark collar—it comes up white and slender 
and after a few days droops down and dies.’’ 
He added that “ a perpetuity of tenure of of­ 
fice can never obtain in Ibis country,” and 
then wound up with this climax : " Civil 
Service Reform is a hollow, extravagant 
fraud, 
and 
it 
will 
bankrupt 
the 
treasury if it gets a chance.” These 
expressions are being quoted by Democratic 
and Mugwump papers to show that Mr. Ed­ 
gerton deserved the removal that he got. He 
has been President of the Commission, which 
contained another Democrat and one Repub­ 
lican, and was therefore the master of the or­ 
ganization, as the balance of power was in 
liis hands. He has of course been a hind- 
drance to an application of the principles of 
civil service reform from the outset, and has 
done much to bring Mr. Cleveland’s admin­ 
istration into contempt with the Mugwump9 
and all sorts of reformers. Mr. , Cleveland 
may haye been able at last to discover that 
the loss of support which Mr. Edgerton’s tac­ 
tics cost him was sufficient to bring him to 
defeat. If this is the truth, there need be no 
further search for the cause of his dismissal. 
Mr. Cleveland is using the few remaining 
days of his term to settle old scores as well 
as to pay election debts. 
The removal was explicable on these 
grounds; it receives no adequate justification 
on the ground that Mr. Edgerton had treated 
the reform principle with contempt, for if he 
deserved removal for this there was just as 
much provocation three years ago as there 
was last week. But the removal does not ex­ 
plain or Justify the President’s attempt to 
foist ex-Gov. Thompson into the place. 
There has been another vacancy in the Com­ 
mission since September, when John H. 
Oberly resigned to become Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs. Here was equal opportunity 
to give Mr. Thompson an office, with a much 
greater likelihood of his confirmation, since 
Mr. Oberly was confirmed without difficulty. 
At present the two places held by Democrats 
«a the Commission are vacant, and the only

twos and threes until they have captured a 
majority.

1 he Rev. John O'Reiily -Wen, reallv, I have never 
given the subject a serious thought, but it looks rea­ 
sonable to suppose that after the first formation of 
the ice it freezes from the bottom.

The old theory 
that ice forms from the bottom is played out.

Schepmoes—Ice forms on the bottom. 
I have demonstrated that fact. I put a stick on top 
of the ice and it remained on top. Then 1 put a stick 
uuder the ice and after two or three davs cold 
weather found it imbedded in the ice. 
City Engineer Sea rs-From the bottom. After 
there is a ssiin formed there is nothing on top to 
freeze. 
Dewitt Roosa—From the bottom. 
Ice cannot 
form where water is not. 
Christopher Murray—Rats ! 
W E. Dempsey—Now I could tell you a good fish 
story—Don’t eh ? Well, it is my uubaised opiu on 
that the unqualified success of the iec is due to the 
fact that it freezes from irglower extremities—that 
is it congeals on the bottom. 
Alderman North—lee has congealed considerably 
to-day. 
Augustus Schoonniaker—I have worked in the ice 
business SM years, and I now say that ice forms from 
the top. Ice is porous, aud the water rises to tbe 
surface through these pores and freezes. An apple 
placed under the ice will not freeze. I have tried 
the experiment and know whereof I speak. 

Uu the bottom 
of course.

Recently the Board of Supervisors of S u f­ 
folk County sued and oblained a judgm ent 
against this City for $1,760.71 for tiiesuppoit 
of one John Gill, an iüsane person iu con­ 
finement UDder indictment. 
Suffolk County 
paid the amount stated to the State A sylum 
for Insane Criminals at Auburn. 
Wn.VT JUDGE DYKEMAN SAID. 
In rendering the judgment against this City 
Judge Dykemau sa id : “ In the year 1875 
John 
Gill 
was 
indicted 
in 
the C oun­ 
ty 
of 
Suffolk 
for 
an 
assault 
w ith intent to kill, 
and was iu confine- 
m eot in the County Jail of Suffolk County 
under that indictment. 
He was a resident of 
the City of Kingston, Ulster County, and a f­ 
ter his indictment he was com m itted to the 
Hudson River State Hospital for the Insane 
by the County Judge of Suffolk County, and 
afterwards he was transferred from that hos­ 
pital to the Asylum for Insane Criminals at 
Auburn, where he has since remained. 
The 
County of Suffolk paid 
$1,760.71 for his 
support and maintenance iu the A sylum , 
and this action is brought for the purpose of 
recovering from the C ity of Kingston the 
amount so paid by the Couuty of Suffolk for 
the suppoit of such criminal. 
It was also 
slated that at the tim e of the com m ittm ent of 
Gill to the asylum lie did not have, and has 
not since had, sufficient means to support 
lnm self, nor any father or mother or children 
of sufiicient financial ability. 
It. was stated 
in the complaint that the claim of Suffolk 
County has been presented to the Treasurer 
of the City for paym ent, and that no part of 
the claim hits been paid. 
The defendant in- 
icrposed a demurrer to the com plaint upon 
the ground that it did not state facts sufficient 
to constitute a cause of action against the de­ 
fendant. 
A trial has been had upon the de­ 
murrer, and judgm ent has been entered 
thereon in favor of the plaintiff, from which 
the defendant has appealed. 
It is the claim 
of the defendant that the liabilities for the 
maintenance of the insane criminal rests upon 
the County of Ulster in the first instance or 
of the Alm s House of th>* City of Kingston, 
and ih it no liability is imposed by the statute 
upf*n the City itself.” 
Judge Dykeman also said that when the 
villages that now form Kingston were organ­ 
ized as a City it was specified in the charter 
that the City should support its own poor, 
insane, etc. 
This 'he City denies. 
POINTS It VISED BY Mil. HASBR0T7CK. 
The case lias been appealed by Corporation 
Counsel Hasbrouck. 
The points made were: 
First—That the amendment to the City Char­ 
ier o f 1879 does not specify that there should 
be u division between the City and Countv as 
to insane persons in confinement uuder in­ 
dictm ent and as a consequence such rcm aiu 
as before a charge upon the whole County. 
Second—That it was the intention of the 
Legislature lo place the care of and duty to 
provide and maintain lunatic and insane poor 
in the same place as the City poor, upon the 
Board of Alms Commissioners. Third—That 
they arc a corporation co-equal with the City 
with independent purpose uud power to sue 
and be sued.

A nd M ore E sp ecially ' to V e te ra n s o f O ne 
H u n d re d a n d T w e n tie th R e g im e n t. 
General de Trobriand, in his “ Four Years 
with the Army of the Potomac ” tells of the 
waste of ammunition in a battle and of the 
poor marksmanship of soldiers.

The same author, while in front of Peters- 
hirrgh during the latter part of the war. says 
the artillerymen were very expert. He writes: 
“ I had several batteries on my line, and I 
have often becti a witness to the remarkable 
accuracy of their fire. 
I have seen a Lieu­ 
tenant of the Third New-York Independent 
Bnttcry named Fitzgerald knock 
down a 
rebel flag thiee times in six shots a ta dis­ 
tance of 640 yards with a 12 pounder sm ooth­ 
bore gun, loaded with solid shot.” 
General de Trobriand praises the Oue Ilun 
dred and Twentieth New-York Regim ent in 
the accounts of several battles. 
T his Regi­ 
ment was under his command at the times 
mentioned.

This has been dem ­ 
onstrated by practical experim ents. The old theory 
that ice forms from the bottom is played out. 
City Clerk Sehepmoes—Ice form s on the bottom. 
I have dem onstrated th at tact. I put a stick on top 
of the ice and it remained on top. T hen 1 pu t a stick 
uuder the ice and after two or three days cold 
w eather found It imbedded in the ice. 
City Engineer Sears—From the bottom. After 
th e r e is a sKiin formed there is nothing on top to 
freeze. 
D ew itt Roosa—From the bottom. 
Ice cannot 
form where w ater is not. 
Christopher M urray—R ats ! 
W E. Dempsey—Now I could tell you a good fish 
story—Don’t eh ? Well, it is m y uubnised opiu on 
tlmt the unqualified success of the ice is due to the 
fact th a t it freezes from iti lower extrem ities—that 
is it congeals on the bottom. 
Alderman N orth-Ice has congealed considerably 
to-day. 
Augustus Schoonmaker—I have worked in the ice 
business S'- years, and I now say th at ioe forms from 
the top. Ice is porous, aud the w ater rises to the 
surface through these pores and freezes. An apple 
placed under the ice will not freeze. I have tried 
the experim ent and know whereof I speak. 
L-G rand Abbey—Oh, chestnuts. On the bottom 
of course. 
Dr. George C. Smith—On the bottom. W hat made 
you ask such a foolish question. 
Henry C. Tibbals—It’s a cold day when ice freezes 
at all. 
Wilbur L. Hale—Ioe form s both at the top and 
bottom. If it formed alone on top assum e assert, it 
occurs to me that with nothing to feed the growth 
but the w ater th a t is forced through the pores of the 
ice it would form as rapidly with the tem perature 
a t 10 below freezing us at 40 below, which is contrary 
to both reason and facts.

PASS IH S GOVERNOR'S BILL.'' 


T he Brooklyn Eagle appeals to the Legisla­ 
ture to settle the question of license by pass 
Ing “ the Governor’s bill.” 
It assumes, of’ 
course, that the bill prepared by the Excise 
Revision Commission is “ the Governor s bill.’ 
W e do not so understand It. 
The Governor 
did not in his message commit bims< lf to the 
work of the Commission; on the conli ary, be 
denounced the Commission itself as partisan 
in its construction, disclaimed all responsibil­ 
ity for its creation or existence, and plainly 
intim ated that ho expected to veto its work. 
It is understood that he would like to have 
the bill passed. 
But his anxiety for this is 
not because it would give the state a latter 
excise law, but because he wishes to veto it. 
He 
has 
exhausted all 
of 
his 
objec. 
tions 
to 
the 
Crosby 
high 
license 
bills 
and 
the 
Vedder 
tax 
bill, 
and wants the opportunity to make a new 
and more complete exhibition of his devotion 
to his friends in the saloons. T his bill would 
enable him to send them the assurance that 
no legislation eau ever receive his approval 
which is not directly and wholly for their 
benefit. 
It may be in this sense that the 
Eigle is pleased to call it “ the Governor’s 
bill.” 
It could, have advised more appropre 
ately, “ Pass the Governor’s opportunity.” 
It might be, however, a g<x>d idea to “ pass 
the Governor s hill." 
He has without doubt 
a well constructed bill iu his mind which he 
would l*e very happy to approve. 
Its exact 
character we will not undertake to explain, 
but it would of course abolish all license 
fees 
and 
all 
Sunday 
restrictions. 
It 
would 
perhaps 
in 
the 
smaller 
towns, where trade is dull, grant a aubeitly to 
the liquor trade, and possibly cause the cree 
Bon of buildings at the expense of the stuto 
with some of the leading attractions supplied, 
a billiard table, musical clock and piano for 
instance. 
Furtherm ore, it m ieht require the 
railroads to issue free passes to gentlemen 
w ho for either social or political reasons til d 
it necessary to go away from home for their 
drinks. 
Exemption from taxes for a certain 
num ber of years to parties m aking new in­ 
vestments in distilleries, breweries and saloon 
property could also with great propriety lie 
guaranteed. 
Lecturing on temperance mig! 
be made u misdemeanor, punishable by tine 
aud imprisonment; the erection of ( hurdle 
Sunday 
schools, 
schoolhouses, 
asy­ 
lums, 
cemeteries, 
etc., 
might 
forbidden within 200 feet of any liquor 
establishm ent, and beer and whisky wagons 
la? given precedence over pedestrians in the 
occupation of the sidewalks at all times, and 
(-specially during church hours on Sunday- 
Many other features could be suggested, but 
the above will serve aa an outline for “ the 
G overnor’s bill.” 
T ola- able to sign such 
bill would la- to David Barleycorn Hill the 
crowning act in ids gubernatorial career, and 
start him on the road to the Presidency with 
the assurance that the pivotal state would In­ 
sufficiently colonized by Democrats from the 
outcast saloons in Pennsylvania, New Jerx* 
and New England to make him invincible 
long tiefore IHI)!. 
Several tilings have not happened which 
m ight have happened if there had always 
liven a Legislature a*. Albany willing to pass 
“ the Governor’s bill.” 
There would hay 
been an enum eration and apportionm ent if 
“ the Governor’s bill” had been passed,depriv 
iug the Republican Secretary of State of the 
petty 
patronage 
involved 
in 
the 
ap 
pointm en! of enumerators. 
There 
would 
have 
been 
a 
constitutional 
con 
vention 
if 
“ the Governor’s bill ’’ 
had 
liven pasaed, giving 
the Democratic party 
tyvo-thirds of the delegates and em powering 
the Governor to nominate them. 
T he time 
has come for the Legislature to abandon its 
functions and simply busy itself with pass 
lug the G overnor’s nills. 
Ile was made for 
an absolute monarch, and we shall new 
know how great and good he is until he at 
t ains his true position. 


POOR OLD EDGERTON. 


Hon. A. P. Edgerton of Indiana was over 
seventy years old when he wus appointed 
Civil Service Commissioner by 
President 
Cleveland in 1885. 
He was a Bourbon In 
politics, and an open defam er of civil service 
reform ,his contem pt for which was so manifest 
and so universally known that his appoint 
uient was accepted as a clear indication of 
Mr. Cleveland’s contem pt for the law. 
For 
four years he has talked in the m anner de 
aerilied in a recent article in the Ualtimoi 
American giving the report of an interview 
with him. He declared that “ civil service re 
form is like a potato vine growing up in 
dark cellar—it comes up white and stem er 
and after a few days droops down and dies 
lie added that “ a |«crpetuity of tenure of of 
flee can never obtain in this country,” und 
then wound up with this climax : “ Civil 
Service Reform is a hollow, extravagant 
fraud, 
and 
it 
will 
bankrupt 
the 
treasury 
if 
It 
gets a 
chance.” 
These 
expressions are being quoted by Democratic 
and M ugwump papers to show that Mr. Ed 
gerton deserved the removal that be got. Ile 
has been President of the Commission, which 
contained another Democrat and one Repub 
lican, and was therefore the master of the or 
ganization, as the balance of power was in 
his hands. 
He has of course been a hind 
d ranee to an application of the principles of 
civil service reform from the outset, and has 
done m uch to bring Mr. Cleveland’s admin 
istralion into contem pt witli the Mugwump* 
and all sorts of reformers. 
Mr. Cleveland 
m av have boen able at hut to discover that 
the loss of support which Mr. Edgerton’s tac­ 
tics cost him wus sufficient to bring him to 
defeat, 
lf this is the truth, there need be no 
further search for the cause of his dismissal. 
Mr. Cleveland is using the few rem aining 
days of his term to rettlc old scores as well 
as to pay election debts. 
The removal was explicable on 
these 
grounds; it receives no adequate justification 
on the ground that Mr. Edgerton had treated 
the reform principle w ith contempt, for if he 
deserved removal for this there was ju st as 
much provocation three years ago as there 
was last week. 
But the removal does not ex­ 
plain or justify the President’s attem pt to 
foist ex-Gov. Thompson 
into the place. 
There baa been another vacancy in the Com ­ 
mission since September, when John H. 
O berly resigned to become Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs. 
Here s n equal opportunity 
to five Mr. Thompson an office, with a m uch 
greater likelihood of bis confirmation, since 
Mr. Oberly was confirmed without difficulty. 
At present the two places beld by Democrats 
pa the Commission are vacant, and the only 


Commissioner in office is Charles Lyman of 
Connecticut, a Republican. 
The present sit­ 
uation, with the Senate refusing to confirm- 
will give Gen. Harrison the opportunity 
to appoint two members of the commis­ 
sion, 
one 
of 
whom 
must 
be 
a 
Dem­ 
ocrat. 
The nomination of Thompson is an­ 
other of Mr. Cleveland’s attem pts to project 
his administration in o Harrison’s—to select, 
instead of leaving to Harrison the duty, the 
Democratic m ember of the Commission for 
the full term. 
The Senate has wisely decided not to con 
firm Mr. Thompson, and the work of the 
Commission will remain suspended util Gen. 
Harrison can nominate Mr. Edgerton’s suc­ 
cessor. 
No Republican President could wish 
a man like Thompson in the Commission. 
ODC who has approved the suppression of the 
suffrage in his own state and been a benefi­ 
ciary of the system. 
He wil^appoiut a Dem 
ocrnt to succeed either Edgerton, Oberly or 
Lyman, but not a South Carolina lire cater. 
Poor old Edgerton is out, but Mr. Cleveland 
will not profit by the scheme of peauut 
politics which prom pted bis removal.

Recently the Board of Supervisors of Suf­ 
folk County sued aud obtained a judgment 
against this City for $1,760.71 for the support 
of one John Gill, an insane person in con­ 
finement under indictment. 
Suffolk County 
paid the amount stated to the State Asylum 
for Insane Criminals at Auburn. 


WHAT JUDOE DYKEMAN SAID. 
In rendering the judgment against this City 
Judge Dykcmau said: “ In the year 1875 
John 
Gill 
was indicted in the Coun 
tv 
of 
Suffolk 
for 
an 
assault 
with intent to kill, and was in confine­ 
ment iu the County Jail of Suffolk County 
under that Indictment. 
He wns ti resident of 
the City of Kingston, Ulster County, and af­ 
ter lits indictment he was committed tolbe 
Hudson River State Hospital for the Insane 
by the County Judge of Suffolk County, anti 
afterward* lie was transferred from that hos­ 
pital to the Asylum for Insane Criminals at 
Auburn, where lie has since remained. 
The 
County of Suffolk paid $1,760.71 for his 
support anti maintenance iu the Asylum, 
and this action is brought for the purpose of 
recovering from the C ity of Kingston the 
amount so paid by the C(Hiuty of Suffolk for 
the support of such criminal. 
It was also 
slated that at the time of the committment of 
Gill to the asylum lie did not have, and has 
not since bad, sufficient means to support 
himself, nor tiny lather or mother or children 
of sufficient financial ability. 
It was staled 
in the complaint that the claim of Suffolk 
County hns been presented to the Treasurer 
of the City for payment, and that no part of 
the claim has been paid. 
The defendant in- 
tcrposed a demurrer to the complaint upon 
the ground that it did not state fact* sufficient 
to constitute a cause of action against tho de 
fondant. 
A trial lias been had upon the de­ 
murral, an i judgment has been entered 
tin rt-on in favor of tile plaintiff, from which 
the defendant hns appealed. 
It is the claim 
of the defendant that tho liabilities for the 
maintenance of (lie insane criminal rests upon 
lite County of Ulster ir. the first instance or 
of the Aims House of th" City of Kingston, 
anti that no liability is imposed by rite statute 
up -n tho <’bv itself.” 
Judge Dykemun abo said that when the 
villages tha’ now form Kingston were* organ­ 
ized us a City it was specified in tile charter 
that I tic* City should support its own poor, 
insane, etc.
